Utah’s  Governor  J.  Bracken  Lee  is  in 
seemingly  unenviable  position  with  his  refusal 
to  pay  income  taxes  on  his  private  earnings 
for  last  year. 

His  one-man  battle  with  the  Federal  govern- 
ment is  developing  info  something  that  may 
well  concern  all  citizens  of  the  U.  S.  Tuesday, 
he  accused  the  government  of  wanting  to 
avoid  a court  test. 


If  the  government  of  the  United  States  is 
able  to  take  Gov.  Lee’s  money  without  a court 
trial,  the  basic  liberties  of  each  citizen  of  the 
United  States  are  endangered. 

When  the  federal  government  has  the  power 
to  takq_ citizen’s  earnings  and  property  in  pay- 
ment for  income  taxes  due,  without  the  citizen 


having  recourse  to  courts  of  law,  the  balance 
of  power  is  too  great  in  favor  of  the  govern- 
ment. 

It  will  be  then  that  the  government  of  the* 
people  and  by  the  people  takes  a dive  in  favor 
of  a more  nearly  totalitarian  form. 

Whether  Gov.  Lee  is  right  or  wrong  in  his 
non-payment  policy,  each  of  us  should  watch 
with  interest  the  developments  of  the  next 
few  days. 

If  he  does  not  get  his  court  test  it  will  be 
time  for  positive  action  and  a reevaluation  of 
the  constitutional  rights  guaranteed,  each  citi- 
zen of  this  country. 

He  may  stand  alone  when  he  finally  gets  his 
court  test,  but  in  his  fight  for  it,  it  is  hoped 
that  he  has  staunch  and  influential  support.

Dave  Crowton,  former  BYU 
baseball  coach,  took  over  the 
coaching  reins  Monday  after- 
noon, as  Wayne  Tucker  was  in 
Canada. 

Blair  spun  a 6-hitter  in  the 
nine  inning  opener  while  his 
teammates  banged  out  10  hits  at 
the  plate,  as  BYU  won  the  5-1 
contest. 

Utah’s  Cliff  Lee  and  Blair 
hooked  up  a pitching  duel 
which  lasted  for  six  and 
one-half  innings.  In  the  bot- 
tom of  the  seventh,  the  Cou- 
gars sent  Lee  to  the  showers 
as  they  erupted  for  four 
runs. 

Lee  gave  up  three  succes- 
sive singles  to  Gary  LaComb, 
Paul  Haynie  and  Paul  Kitchen. 
Phil  Oyler  followed  with  a two- 
run  triple  to  right  field,  and 
Oyler  scored  on  Dave  Lewis’s 
single.  Blair  showed  almost  per- 
fect control  as  he  walked  only 
one  man.  He  now  has  allowed
